Balloting Continues— 
St. Louis Rate Is More 
Than Double That of 
Primary. 


Balloting in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county maintained a 
heavier-than-expected pace in 
today’s general election, as vot- 
ers went to the polls to elect 
congressional, state, legislative 
and local officials. 

A check of representative city 


precinct polling places indicated 
that 113,200 St. Louis voters, or 


almost a third of the registra- , 


tion, ha dcast their ballots by 3 
p.mi., nine hours after the polls 
opened. 

Today’s voting rate in the city 
was more than double that of 
the primary election last Aug- 
ust, when only an estimated 14.8 
per cent of the city’s registeerd 
voters went to the polls during 
the same period. | 

Voting in St. Louis county was 
at an even heavier pace. A simi- 
lar precinct check indicated that 
80;400 county voters had gone to 
the polls by 3 p.m. This repre- 
sents 36.1 per cent of the record 
county registration of 228,267. 

The county turnout was almost 
three times as large as in the 
August primary during the com- 
parable period, as only an esti- 
mated 12.8 per cent of the regi- 
stered voters had cast ballots 
during the first nine hours of 
voting in that election. 

Heavy Vote On East Side. 

Heavy balloting also was re- 
ported in St. Clair and Madison 
counties: on the East Side. An 
unusually heavy vote was ex- 
pected in both counties as a 
result of vigorous races for sher- 
iff and thee fforts of Demo- 
cratic workers to bring out a 
large vote to help re-elect IIli- 
nois Senator Paul H. Douglas 
over his G.O.P. opponent, Jo- 
seph T. Meek. 

Cloudy skies and cold weather 
greeted early morning voters. 
The temperature was 24 in the 
city, and 23 at the airport, as 
the polls opened at 6 a.m. The 
forecast was for partly cloudy 
weather with temperatures of 35 
to 40 this afternoon. 

Polls in the city and in St. 
Louis county will close at 7 p.m. 
Those on the East Side will 
close at 5 p.m. 

The vote in St. Louis and in 
many other sections of Missouri 
had been expected to be lighter 
than usual for an “off-year”’ 
general election.

A heavier vote was anticipated 
by. political leaders in St. Louis 
county as a result of heated 
contests for local offices and an 
intensive campaign for passage

|Minister Churchill told the 
‘House of Commons today an 
“undue number” of atom and 
| hydrogen bomb explosions might 
‘have serious effects on the 


earth’s atmosphere for about 
5000 years. He gave no indica- 
| tion what that number would 
be 


Churchill rejected a Lahorite 
request that he appeal person- 
ally to Russia and the United 
States to limit nuclear explo- 
sions. He said he believes the 
problem is best dealt with by 
the United Nations. 

Laborite Reginald Paget 
asked: “How many of these ex- 
plosions would it take. to make 
the atmosphere lethal and are 
they cumulative?” 

Churchill replied: “I believe 
they are cumulative and an un- 
due number of them might have 
very serious effects. I am in- 
formed, however, that about 
5000 years is about the limit of 
time during which the atmos- 
phere would be: affected.”

Bl Aid Is to Tide Country 


Over While Its Oil In- 


dustry Is Brought to 
Full Production. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP)— 
The United States announced to- 
day that it is offering Iran $127,- 
300,000 in loans and grants to 
tide the country’s economy over 
while its oil industry is brought 
back to full production. 

Iran recently settled its long 
dispute with the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co., whose refinery and oth- 
er properties had been out of 
production since they were na- 
tionalized several years ago. 

Resumption of the oil business 
is expected to yield more than 
$400,000,000 for Iran during the 
next three years. However, it is 
expected to take several months 
more to start appreciable out- 
put. 

The Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration said the aid prof- 
fered today would include $85,- 
000,000 in loans, mainly from 
the Export-Import bank, the rest 
in grants. Of the grant total 
$15,000,000 already has been al- 
lotted on an emergency basis. 

The program includes $21,- 
500,000 for a technical co-opera- 
tion program, supplying expert 
advice; $52,800,000 to enable 
Iran to’: import consumer goods 
needed by its people—these to 
be sold by the government: and 
the proceeds in local currency 
devoted to basic governmental 
expenditures, and $53,000,000 to 
be used for specifically approved 
economic ic development projects.

AEC and Returns to Hickenlooper 


Dayid S. Teeple Helped Senator Attack 
Commission, Charging It With 
‘Incredible Mismanagement.’

The “incredible 
mismanagement” charge, never 
substantiated, was aimed at 
David E. Lilienthal, the commis- 
sion’s first chairman. 


Atomic Security Officer. 

Democratic members of the 
AEC regarded the charges as 
unfair and thought that Teeple’s 
role in helping prepare them 
should disqualify him from hold* 
ing a position with the Com- 
mission. The question of Nna- 
tional security apparently was 
not involved in the controversy; 
Teeple was a security officer in 
the old Manhattan Engineer Dis- 
trict, the name for the secret 
wartime atomic bomb project. 

Hickenlooper said Strauss 
knew Teeple from his work as a 
staff member of the Joint Con- 
gressional Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee and as an aid to Hick- 
enlooper, and that he hired Tee- 
ple without any urging on Hick- 
enlooper’s part. Teeple quit 
last Oct. 19. . Hickenlooper is 
vice chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee and in 1949 was its rank- 
ing minority member and a for- 
mer chairman. 

After 45 hearings, 24 in pub- 
lic and 21 in private, the Joint 
Committee, by a majority vote 
of the 10 Democratic members, 
cleared Lilienthal and the Com- 
mission in a report Oct. 13, 1949. 
Two weeks later Hickenlooper 
submitted the minority views of 
the Republican members. This 
disagreed with the majority 
finding. , 


In charges leading up to the 
inquiry, Hickenlooper said he

At this point former AEC 
Commissioner Henry De Wolf 
Smyth and Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer stepped into the picture. 
Both backed Lilienthal. Dr. Op- 
penheimer, then chairman of the 
AEC General Advisory Commit- 
tee, said the United States has 
made no secret military use of 
the type of isotopes exported 
and that this alone was a strong 
argument against probable mili- 
tary dangers resulting from such 
export. 

Smyth Backs Action. 

Smyth said that “speaking as 
a physicist, I would say infor- 
mation about radioactive iso- 
topes was not information about 
atomic energy or the use of 
atomic energy for industrial pur- 
poses.” 

Last spring Oppenheimer was 
denied access to atomic secrets 
by the AEC, The decision! was 
four to one, the lone Oppen- 
heimer supporter being Dr. 
Smyth 

No comment on Teeple’s resig- 
nation from the AEC was avail- 
able from Strauss or Teeple.

$36,000 Increase Instead 
of $370,000 Reduc- 
tion, It Concedes in 


Brief. 


Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. conceded, in a brief filed 
Missouri 
Public Service Commission, that 
evidence at the hearing on its 
metropolitan service plan 
showed an increase rather than 
decrease in company revenues 
through operation of the plan. 

When the plan was promul- 
gated last year, the company 
said it was intended to make 
possible better service to its 
subseribers in the metropolitan 
area and that it. would result in 
some loss of revenue. It said 
the revenue loss of about $370.- 
000 a year would be offset to a 
large extent by savings in bill- 
ing customers on toll calls. 

In its brief, the company re- 
plied to charges the plan was 
a disguised revenue measure by 
stating that its increase in reve- 
nue would not be more than 
about $36,000 a year while the 
estimated saving in expense was 
revised downward from, $688,000 
to about $365,000 a year.

Alleging a Communist plot to 
seize power, the British Govern- 
ment suspended the South 
American colony’s constitution, 
landed troops and ousted a 
group of elected ministers from 
the P.P.P. in October 1953. Dr. 
Jagan was then Prime Minister. 

In a report on an investiga- 
tion of the colony earlier this 
year, the commission said some 
of the P.P.P. leaders “were di- 
rectly associated with interna- 
tional Communist or Communist- 
controlled organizations.” 

Since the suspension of the 
constitution both Dr. and Mrs. 
Jagan have served jail sentences 
for breaches of emergency regu- 
lations in the colony. 

Dr. Jagan denied in a state- 
ment in London last year that 
his party was Communist, al- 
though he said it “definitely is 
not anti-Communist.” 

He asserted the story of a Red 
plot to take over the colony was 
deliberate invention by the 
British Government.

INCE PAN URED 


Three Board Officers. Want 
to Put Survey Proposals 
in Effect Now. 


Centralization and simplifica- 
tion of financial and accounting 
procedures as suggested by the 
A. T. Kearney & Co. report was 
recommended yesterday by three 
officers of the Board of Educa- 
tion as steps which should be 
put into effect without delay. 

The officers met with the 
board’s evaluation committee to 
make preliminary reports on 
areas Of unanimous agreement 
so that the committee might re- 
port in turn at the board’s meet- 
ing next Tuesday. 

The Kearney survey and re- 
port suggested ways in which 
the school system could save up 
to $1,487,000 of its non-instruc- 
tional expense through adminis- 
trative reorganization. 

Full Reports Nov. 18. 

The officers, V. Harry Rhodes, 
commissioner of school build- 
ings; Mervyf E. Wiethaupt, sec- 
retary and treasurer, and Thor 
Ww. Bruce, auditor, said they 
would comment on other rec- 
ommendations of the Kearney 
survey in full reports to the 
committee on Nov. 18. 


No estimates of cost savings 
were made in the officers’ rec- 
ommendations, but would be 
available when final plans and 
procedures are presented later. 

The Kearney investigators, 
however, in their over-all study 
of finance, accounting and in- 
ventory controls, made recom- 
mendations which they § said 
would result in savings of $152,- 
902 a year. 

The board officers pointed out 
that some of the procedures sug- 
gested by the Kearney survey 
would have to be modified to 
comply with existing state sta- 
tutes, 

Wiethaupt. declared, “If we 
get unit control, all the things 
we're trying to do would fall 
into place.” But he went on to 
say that interim progress is 
necessary. 

“When we get unit control 
then we will already have a 
fairly complete program,” he ex- 
plained. 

More Central Controls. 

Referring to unit control, Phil- 
ip J. Hickey, superintendent of 
instruction, said the officers 
strongly indorse a “more central- 
ized administration.” He rec- 
ommended they appear before 
the state Legislatiure to actively 
support the board’s efforts when 
a unit control bill is introduced. 

Wiethaupt said that in mod- 
ernization of financial and ac- 
counting procedures, conversion 
to the use of punch card type 
equipment would result in 
“greatly improved” efficiency. 
He added his department al- 
ready is working with the build- 
ing and instruction divisions to- 
ward procedures making the use 
of punch cards possible. 

Rhodes, favoring elimination 
of unnecessary duplication in all 
phases of accounting, said he 
was especially interested in ex- 


FRANK COSTELLO 
ORDERED TO TELL 
EARLY ACTIVITIES 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (AP)— 
Former gambler Frank Costello 
is under court order to answer 
questions about his activities 
prior to 1925. The information 
was asked in a Government suit 
to cancel his citizenship and de- 
port him to his native Italy. 

Costello had refused to an- 
Swer the questions, claiming 
they might tend to incriminate 
him. However, United States 
District Judge John W. Clancy 
ruled yesterday that any crimi- 
nal feature involved in Cos- 
tello’s early activities “has long 
been outlawed” by the statute 
of limitations, and he directed 
him to answer the questions. 

Costello came to this country 
at the age of 4 and in 1925 be- 
came a citizen. 

Government efforts to revoke 
his citizenship are only part. of 
Costello’s current troubles. He 
is free in $50,000 bail pending 
appeal of an income tax con- 
viction that carries a five-year 
sentence and a $30,000 fine. 

Costello recently was freed 
from the Milan (Mich.), cor- 
rectional institution after serv- 
ing a term for contempt of Con- 
gress in refusing to answer key 
questions at the Kefauver com-

Continued growth of air 
freight business with eventual 
income from that source prob- 
ably exceeding sales of passen- 
“~ger. tickets was. predicted by 
Thomas J. Harris of New York 
here yesterday. Harris, manager 
of air freight sales for Ameri- 
can Airlines, spoke at an airlines 
day meeting of the Traffic Club 
of St. Louis at Hotel DeSoto. 

In the 10 years since the air 
freight industry has started, Har- 
ris said, his own firm has built 
an annual volume in excess of 
$15,000,000. Many major air- 
ports, including Lambert-St. 
Louis Field are including sepa- 
rate buildings to handle air 
ar in expansion pians, he 
said. 

Harris said he expected major 
increases in air freight to come 
from new shipping sources rather 
than at the expense of railroads 
or water facilities. Many indus- 
tries, he pointed out, find it 
possible to ship to distant points 
with the speed of planes that 
they could ‘not reach if limited 
to other forms of transportation.

two years and even on far beyond that. 


Now, the decision is not an 
easy one. Issues are often intri- 
cate, not easily understood, and, 
of course, they are normally pre- 
sented from a partisan stand- 
point. And so each citizen has 
to decide for himself just where 
the truth does lie. The fact that 
these decisions are difficult was 
brought emphatically to .my at- 
tention the other day. 

You know that most of the 
prayer books in our churches 
have special prayers for the wel- 
fare, the prosperity, the safety, 
the peace of the United States 
of America. I ran on to one that 
addressed itself particularly to 
Election day. It sought divine 
guidance for each citizen in mak- 
ing the decisions that you have 
to make. And we knowing how 
‘difficult these decisions are can 
understand the reasonableness 
of such prayer. 


Now, the first point I should 
like to make to you is this. You 
inescapably must participate in 
this decision. You may do this 
in two ways. You may do it in 
a positive way. By that I mean 
you may vote for the program in 
which you believe and for the 
personalities that you believe 
will carry out that program. In 
this way you do your best to see 
that those things which you be- 
lieve for America come into ef- 
fect as a policy and a govern- 
mental program in the state, in 
the municipalities, or in the Fed- 
eral Government. 


Now, you. may not vote. Sup- 
pose you don’t. Then the ef- 
fect of that is that you double 
the value of the vote of any- 
one who does not believe in 
the things you believe in. By 
staying away from the polls, 
you have then participated in 
the dacision, and that means 
there is no such thing as sit- 
ting out an election. There is 
no such thing as escaping re- 
sponsibility for your own de- 
cisions in this matter. And 
you cannot escape the conse- 
quences of that decision. Ei- 
ther negatively or positively 
you are voting for what you 
believe in. 


Well, some may say, but of 
eourse there is no one that I be- 
lieve in implicitly. Maybe so. 
There is nothing perfect in hu- 
manity, and all humans make 
mistakes, and certainly all po- 
litical parties do. But you can 
make your decision as to what 
you believe to be more in line, 
what program is more in line 
with your own thinking, and cer- 
tainly you can make up your 
mind as to where you will get 
the greatest prudence, the great- 
est honesty, the greatest integ- 
rity, the greatest business-like 
methods and economy in Goy- 
ernment. 

So for now and for the fu- 
ture, you are tomorrow partic- 
ipating either positively or nega- 
tively in this great decision. 


Now, this is very important to 
you, to all of us, for this rea- 
son. From the time we are born 
and the date of our birth is reg- 
istered in the governmental reg- 
istry office until we are inter- 
ested in old-age pensions, some- 
where along the “i we are for- 


ever touching Government and 
our Government is touching our

our personal lives for the next 


lives. Just think of such things 
as schools and hospitals and 
roads, all provided by the Gov- 
ernment in some form or an- 


other. 
Other Functions. 

The regulation of our utilities, 
the leaving of our taxes, and the 
value of our money, keeping our 
money solid—so that people of 
modest income like most of us 
can be sure that our pensions 
are going to be worth what we 
put into them, that our savings 
accounts are not going to be 
ruined, our insurance policies 
will be worth just as much when 
we finally draw them as when 
we pay the premiums. Some such 
other things as social security 
and economic programs that ef- 
fect the farmer, labor, manage- 
ment, or are intended to prevent 
depression and the loss of em- 
ployment and our own employ- 
ment insurance; measures against 
subversion, civil rights programs, 
and the national security, and 
all the money we must pour into 
these military establishments, 
and economy and efficiency in 
doing so. 

Think what all these things 
mean to you, and then, of 
course, matters of foreign policy 
and our quest for peace. 

Now, my friends, if you don’t 
vote for what you believe in, 
then it is easily possible that 
minorities, either minorities or 
pressure groups, can take over 
and establish the policies for our 
government for the next two 
years, and, indeed, possibly on 
long beyond that for you and 
for your children. 

But if all America votes, then 
America will get the kind of 
Government in Washington and 
in your state that America wants. 

Now, two years ago 61,250,000 
people went to the polls. That 
was a presidential year, and so 
it is possible we won't have that 
many tomorrow. But here is the 
very important point we must all 
remember. No matter how few 
people might go to the polls, the 
rest of us are compelled to ob- 
serve and honor their decision 
for the next two years. If we did 
not honor that decision, no mat- 
ter how few of you turned out 
to make it, we would be disloyal 
to our country, to the ideals for 
which it stands. We are not go- 
ing to do that. 

So, my friends, you owe it 
to yourselves, you owe it to 
your country, you owe it to 
your children to turn out and 
vote tomorrow. Now, in that 
way you not only do your 
duty; you also do this: you ex- 
ercise the greatest right and 
privilege of the American citi- 
zen, 

And let me give you one more 
little suggestion. .The other day 
in answer to letters from some 
friends of mine I called them up 
and said, “Why don’t you call up 
10 of your friends and ask them 
to go to the polls and vote?” 
Not how to vote, just vote. 

Now, why don’t you check up 
tomorrow and call up 10 of your 


friends and say, “have you vot- 
ed?” if you do that, that will be 


a voluntary act on your part just 
over and beyond your own duty 
of voting. And now for both 
Mamie and me, good night.

The country has gone te the polls—that is, 
some of the country has gone. Not until:all the 
returns are in will we knqw whether even half 
the eligible citizens have turned out. Two years 
ago, in the Eisenhower-Stevenson presidential 
race, the percentage of voters was unusually 
large. In some places, the 1954 voting will be 
substantially less this year, but in others it will 
be éven greater. For example, the registration 
in St. Clair county, across the river, is the high- 
est ever. 

We present below the percentage figures on 
voting in 1952. The states are listed in the order 
in which their potential voters went to their 
polling places and marked their ballots. It is en- 
couraging to see that in some 10 states three out 
of every four discharged their duty as voters. 

Missourians may take some satisfaction in not- 
ing that their performance was good enough to 
produce a percentage of 71.2. That put the state 
in the upper half and well above the national 
average of 63.0. Filinois had a fine figure of bet- 
ter than 75 per cent. But the honors go to 
Utah and Delaware, the No. 1 and 2 states in 
that order, where potential voters turned out 
better than 79 per cent.

Anyone looking for a sure thing in the way of 
elections might inspect returns from Cuba's na- 
tional voting on Monday. There was only one 
official candidate for President: the President, 
Fulgencio Batista. 

His opponent, former President Ramon Grau 
San Martin, withdrew at the last moment. Grau 
accused the Batista coalition of ‘terrorism and

In fact, the election 
machinery, along with the patrolling military, 
remained safely in Batista hands. 

All of this adds to the ironical story of Presi- 
dent Batista's flirtations with democraty. He 
first seized power in the remarkable “sergeants’ 
revolt” of 1933. He talked of free elections, and 
when one was permitted in 1944, he was de- 
fedted. He selzed power again from a corrupt 
government in 1952, promising a “transitory” 
rule which would give way to an honest reféren- 
dum. Monday..greduced the result. 

President Bat{sta’s record eontains much that 
was good for Cuba in the way of improved 
schools, better conditions for workers and peace 
and order. He has a strong popular following. 
His dictatorial rule has been softer and subtler 
than many Cuba has seen. And he has indicated 
repeatedly that he prefers the ways of democra- 
cy, up to a point. 

That point is that in Cuba few men make 
political come-backs. President Batista has made 
one. Monday’s kind of election erases the prob- 
lem for a while longer. 
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One Hour for Politics 


The executives of the national radio and tele- 
vision networks must be viewing the end of this 
election campaign with the customary sense of 
relief.

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Missouri’s School Money 


At last Missouri legislators seem to be paying 
serious attention to some of the inadequacies and 
inequities in the distribution of state school 
funds. At the ‘Kansas City convention of the 
Missouri Congress of Parents and Teachers, for 
example, State Senator C. R. Hawkins said that 
he was disturbed by the flat grant apportion- 
ment which. controls the distribution of about 67 
per cent of state schoo) aid. 

He alsé pointed out that there are about 900 
hon-operating school districts in Missouri. “Many 
of these districts have substantial cash balances,” 
he said. “The pupils in these districts are trans- 
ported to adjoining districts: Most of these dis- 
tricts can Operate on a very low local levy.” 

Senator Hawkins also said that small high 
schools and small elementary schools are given 
an unfair share of state school funds. Under the 
present system, he said, some school districts 
are getting as little as $53 a pupil whilé others 
are getting as much as $500. 

Of course, it has been this indefensible dis- 

tribution of state aid which has so often forced 
individuals to oppose school grants even though 
these people were among those most eager to 
raise Missouri's educational standards. They 
have long felt that state school money simply 
was not doing what it was supposed to do— 
that is: supplement the community's own best 
effort to provide good schools. In too many dis- 
tricts, state funds have been used to dodge local 
responsibility. 

So it has seemed almost necessary to starve 
the schools in order to bring their administrators 
to a real sense of their duties. Such a rigorous 
policy would be most painful since its effects 
would fall on the school districts which are 
doing a good job as well as on those which are 
not. In its very comprehensive study of the 
state’s public schools, the Missouri Citizens 
Committee recommended, among much else, a 
more realistic method of measuring loca] educa- 
tional support. Senator Hawkins heads a legisla- 
tive committee which is going over the ground 
covered by the citizens’ report. And it seems 
that the legislators may be reaching the same 
conclusions. 

That could result in a more intelligent distri- 
bution of state funds, a system based on educa- 

tional needs rather than on sparing the local 
taxpayer. Of course, low income areas should 
get more help than those with ample resources. 
Compared with its per capita income, Missouri 
ean afford to spend much more on schools than 
it does. But an increase in expenditure should 
also mean a raising of school standards. Per- 
haps Senator Hawkins will make this clear to the 
Legislature.

Election Eve Switch 

There was an election eve reversal by an 
Eisenhower Administration agency that should 
not be allowed. to go unnoticed. This was the 
complete switeh by two of the three members 
of the Railroad Retirement Board who last Sept. 
17 called on the Civil Service Commission to 
place 10 important positions on the board's staff 
on a party patronage’ basis. 

The two Eisenhower appointees—Chairman 
Raymond J. Kelly and Frank C. Squire—voted 
against the railroad labor member, Horace W. 
Harper, to make the patronage raid possible on 
a board which has never been under party poli- 
tics as to its personnel. - Thanks to Labor, the 
weekly newspaper of 15 “recognized Standard 
Railroad Labor Organizations,” the facts about 
this proposed reversion to spoils, were widely 
told to railroad workers over the country. 

In an editorial entitled “Ten for the Gravy 
Train,” som@ three % ago we described this 
proposed défiance of the clear intent of the 1935 
act of Congress which set up the Railroad Re- 
tirement Board on a civil service basis. As the 
railroad workers found out what was about to 
happen they got after their Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. Under heavy pressure many Re- 
publican members of Congress joined Demo- 
crats like Paul H, Douglas and Melvin Price in 
coming out against the patronage grab. Finally 
the chiefs of 19 railroad unions jointly wired 
President Eisenhower. That did it. The White 
House turned the problem over to Labor Secre- 
tary Mitchell and the two members of the board 
reversed themselves and withdrew their scheme.

Examining Big Business 
816 NTERPRISE IN A COMPETITIVE SYSTEM, 
by H. Kaplan. (The Srookings Institution, 

Washinaton, D.C., 269 pgs.) 

In 1947 the publishers of this book 
started a survey of the place of big 
business in the American economy. It 
proceeded on the belief that the only 
way to form a valid judgment of the 
role that big business plays in the eton- 
omy was to examine its structure and 
performance in relation to the objec- 
tives that the economy is expected to 
serve. Such a survey became increas- 
ingly important because of the rapid 
growth of corporate enterprise. While 
public conduct fostered this growth, it 
was also suspicious or actually hostile 
toward it. The courts enforcing the 
anti-trust laws shifted ground with the 
fashion of the times. 

For the past several years the author, 
with a number of associates, has been 
investigating the subject. With the as- 
sistance of a number of large firms, 
this book’ is an outgrowth of that in- 
vestigation. The majority of economic 
theorists, and those learning from them, 
have been reared in the tradition that 
competition is essential in a free enter- 
prise, and that no individual buyer or 
seller can have an appreciable influence 
on price or on the adjustments of sup- 
ply and demand through the price mech- 
anism. In line with this tradition, the 
departures from this ideal market are 
considered forms of monopolistic com- 
petition, becoming monopoly as buyers 
or sellers extend their influence on 
price and on the adjustments of supply 
and demand. Big business is ordinarily 
thought to fall in the latter category. 

, This study has two major parts; The 
first deals with measurements for in- 
terpreting the position. of big business 
in the national eocnomy; the second with 
the evaluation of the performance of big 
business, the effects of size and leader- 
ship on business motivations and on the 
forms of competition they tend to em- 
phasize. Changes are noted in the em- 
phasis on particular aims and methods 
of competition as the scale of the en- 
terprise is enlarged. These aims are 
traced in the pricing policies of big 
corporations and the market behavior 
with which they are associated. 

Have the competitive drives, charac- 
teristic of big business, made positive 
contributions toward a dynamic and de- 
sirable economy, particularly on the 
range of markets? Does the tendency 
of big business to grow bring a wider 
range of goods and services? In a sum- 
mary and conclusion chapter the author 
says that in general big business has 
not merely been effectively subject to 
the competitive system, but on the 
whole it has also made an essential

10 Days Away 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 2 (AP)—The | 


cold wet weather which has pre- 
vailed over the northern regions 
the last few weeks has chased 
most of the ducks into southern 
regions of the prairie provinces, 
but the mass migration is not ex- 
pected for another 10 or 15 days. 

Ducks Unlimited reported that 
hunters have spotted a few large 
flights heading south at high 
levels, but the flights are spotty 
and erratic compared to last/ 
year. 

The duck population in Min- 
nesota compared to the Dakotas 
is quite light so far. This is at- 
tributed to a greater number 
from Saskatchewan—where the) 
flocks are heavier — going into 
the Dakotas while the Manitoba 
flights into Minnesota have been 
down compared to last year. 

Hunters in Manitoba, who said 
earlier in the season that pin- 
tails and baldpates would out- 
number mallards this year, re- 
ported during the weekend that 
large numbers of mallards were 
seen on many southern lakes and 
marshes. 

Ducks Unlimited added despite 
the fact the mallard population 
is down, they still reign as: the 
No. 1 bird. 

Although no figures are avail- 
able on the number of. birds, 
Ducks Unlimited said hunting 
this year was better in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan compared to 
Manitoba. 

Naturalists said some ducks 
have migrated because the flood 
covered crops, forcing the birds 
to seek food elsewhere. 

Temperatures which dropped 
to seasonal lows over the week- 
end brought flocks of birds to 
the Netley-Libau and Delta 
marshes at the south end of 
Lakes Winnipeg and Manitoba.

Straight 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (UP)— 
Unbeaten young Frankie Byff of 
New York said today, “I’m ready 
now to fight any lightweight in 
the world.” 

And the spectators or televi- 
sion fans who witnessed his 
near-shutout victory over veter- 
an Henry Davis of Hawaii last 
night at Brooklyn’s Eastern 
Parkway Arena doubtlessly will 
agree with him. It was his fif- 
teenth straight victory as a pro- 
fessional. 

Ryff, scaling 139% pounds to 
Davis’s 13544, gave the Hawaiian 
such a thorough 10-round beat- 
ing that none of the three ring 
officials voted Davis a round, 
although Judge Artie Aidala did 
score the eighth frame even. 


Frankie’s skill and tremendous 
speed so outclassed Davis that 
when Dr. Samuel S. Swetnick 
examined him in his corner at 
the end of the sixth round, Davis 
told the physician, “I’m all right, 
but he’s too fast for me.” 

That was high praise, indeed, 
from 30-year-old Henry, who 
had fought the world’s top-notch- 
ers during the last nine years 
and who had given highly tout- 
ed Cisco Andrade a hard, close 
fight only last Oct. 9. 


Result to Change Ratings. 


Young Andrade of Compton, 
Calif., is the sixth-ranking con- 
tender; 22-year-old Ryff is ninth. 
But there will be important 
changes in the 135-pound rank- 
ings later this week because of 
Frankie’s latest performancé and 
because of his victory over young 
Ralph Dupas.of New Orleans on 
Sept. 13. At that time, Dupas 


was ranked second. 


Dupas, who dropped to fourth 
after his defeat by Ryff, last 
night scored -a seventh round 
technical knockout over Carlos 
Chavez of Los Angeles at New 
Orleans. 

Ryff’s manager, Charley Black 
said today, “Frankie is slated 
for another TV fight at Eastern 
Parkway on Dec. 13. The op- 
ponent hasn’t been named yet, 
but he'll fight any lightweight 
in the world, including Cham- 
pion Paddy DeMarco. He can 
lick DeMarco any night in the 
week. While waiting for a title 
shot, we'd like to get Andrade 
for a tune-up.” 

Rangy, brown-haired Ryff— 
former national and interna- 
tional Golden Gloves champion 
~—forced the fighting in every 
round and beat his somewhat 
shorter opponent at close quar- 
ters and at long range. Frankie 
failed to score a knockdown, but 
the buckled Henry's knees five 
times and had him bleeding 
from the nose and mouth at the 
finish. Both cheeks were badly 
swollen. 

It was Davis's eighteenth de- 
feat in 71 professional bouts and 
the most lopsided verdict of his 
career. A crowd of 1157 wit- 
nessed his licking. Ryff was a 
17-5 favorite. 

Jones Beats Ward in Upset. 

Meanwhile, a mild upset oc- 
curred at St. Nicholas Arena, 
where middlewight contender 
Bobby Jones of Oakland, Calif., 
won a unanimous decision over 
Moses Ward of Detroit in their 
television 10-rounder. Jones 


. weighed 15514; Moses, 15914. 


Although Jones ranked ninth 
among contenders, the unranked 
Ward was favored at 61% to 5 
because of his recent victories 
over Yolande Pompey, Tuzo 
Portuguez and Billy Kilgore. 

Jones gave his wild-hooking 
opponent a boxing lesson. He 
kept him off balance with left 
jabs, and shook him often with 
solid rights. Referee Mark 
Conn and Judge Artie Schwartz 
voted in unison for Jones, 5-4-1. 
Judge Nick Gamboli agreed, 
6-3-1.

Sometimes, we suspect, for all the fuss that some 
adults make about comic books, that in many instances 
much the same situation prevails. Boys and girls who 
are good enthusiastic readers do a reasonable amount of 
“good” reading despite the fact that they also read 
comic books. Non-readers read comic books or nothing. 
We have little evidence that keeping comic books away 
' from non-readers would ~turn them to more suitable 
literature.

THOSE WHO TAKE an extremely dim view of comic 
books tend to feel that they should all be suppressed at 
the source. If that cannot be arranged for, they would 
like to see a complete and blanket prohibition of them 
in each individual home. 

Suppression of comic books (or at least of the more 
lurid comic books) at the source is a subject in itself. 

But the complete barring of them in individual homes 
is something we've had quite a lot of experience with 
and would like to take up right now. 

It has been our finding—and the finding of countless 
parents—that a complete home bar on funny books merely 
drives these books to the garage, the barn, the attic, 
or some neighbor’s play room.

A Boy and HisDog 


There's a New Life Ahead Now for Joe Cooper, Who 
Pointed Shotgun at Principal and Truant Officer in 
Effort to Save Tippie and Started Nation-Wide Uproar

MONROE, La., Nov. 2. 


OT since a coon hound by 
Nite name of Bugle Anr. in- 

spired an Ozark mountain 
murder a few years ago has a 
dog managed to stir up as much 
trouble as a medium-sized mon- 
grel name Tippie has precipi- 
tated in Louisiana. It was for 
the love of Tippie that an 11- 
year-old boy took a shotgun to 
school and held up the principal 
and a truant officer who, he in- 
sisted, were going to send his 
dog to the “gas chamber.” 

The boy, whose name is Joe 
Cooper, quickly landed in the 
reformatory, and the story 
landed on the front pages of the 
nation. The reverberation can 
still be felt in the town of 35,000 
people even though Joe has left 
the reformatory to begin a new 
life in a private school and 
later a college of his choice. 


Letters, telegrams and tele- 
phone calls were received from 
every state in the union. The 
principals in the case couldn't 
walk 10 steps down the street 
without being buttonholed by 
irate citizens who, with very 
rare exceptions, expressed sym- 
pathy for Joe (one writer sent 
money to be used, he said, to 
buy more shells for Joe’s shot- 
gun) and varying degrees of rage 
at the teacher and the truant of- 
ficer who took Joe’s dog. 

A bov and his dog are one of 
the oldest and most sacred of 
American traditions, and woe 
betide the person who comes 
between. them, regardless of the 
circuinstances. To most of the 
people of Monroe, as well as the 
rest of the nation judging from 
the letters, it was an open and 
shut case with Joe as a sort of 
combined Huckleberry Finn and 
Frank Merriwell, and the teacher 
and truant officer cast as the 
blackest of villains. 

But among a few cooler heads, 
and they are mighty few, the 
somewhat revolutionary opinion 
may be heard that there are two 
sides to the story, just as there 
are two sides to every story. 
After all, they point out, a load- 
ed, 16-gauge, breech-loading 
shotgun is a pretty lethal 
weapon. It can do a lot of dam- 
age. In fact, at the close range 
at which Joe was operating, it 
could have blown Joe’s teacher 
to kingdom come. So under 
those circumstances the princi- 
pal, Mrs. Tina Clark; can per- 
haps be pardoned for having a 
minority opinion in the case. 


The story of Joe and his dog 
started early on the morning of 
Oct. 6 when Joe got up to go to 
school. He lived with his 65- 
year-old mother, Mrs. Velma 
Cooper, in a shanty on the out- 
skirts of West Monroe, across 
the Ouachita river from Monroe. 
They subsisted on $55 a month 
which they receive from a state 
welfare agency. They had no 
electricity in their house, and 
they had neither clock nor radio, 
which was one of the causes 
of an old difficulty between Joe 
and Mrs. Clark. Joe had a bad 
habit of going to school too 
early, which is probably the only 
case on record of a schoolboy 
getting in the bad graces of his 
teacher for being chronically 
early to school. 


On this particular morning Joe 
seemed to have compounded his 
trouble by not only being early, 
but by taking his dog Tippie 
along with him. Dogs have long 
been a thorn in the side of Mrs. 
Clark. The school, situated on 
the edge of town, seems to have 
an unusually large number of 
dog-owning pupils. Despite all 
the efforts of Mrs. Clark to get 
the kids to keep their dogs at 
home, there are sometimes al- 
most as many dogs as children 
in attendance. However, as long 
as the kids tie the dogs up, 
little or nothing is done about it. 
Most of them tie their dogs to 
their bicycles. 


Joe and Tipple had come to 
schodl that, morning, and Joe 
had tied Tippie to his bicycle 
(some kindly neighbors had 
given Joe a used bicycle) and he 
and a buddy were playing on 
the see-saw. Then some little 
girls came around and told Joe 
that Tippie was untied. The 
janitor, at Mrs. Clark’s instruc- 
tion, had some older boys “tn 
Tipple. 

* * * 


IPPIE was then placed in a 
T closet in the school, a closet 

where, it develops, dogs which 
had been allowed to run loose 
were customarily placed until 
the dog-catcher could come and 
get them. That was Mrs. Clark's 
rule. If a dog ran loose it was 
placed in the closet and the 
dog-catcher called. 


Just what happened after 
Tippie landed in the dog closet 
is a little hard to determine. 
It depends on whose story you 
listen to. Most versions picture 
Joe as a brave youngster so 
emotionally upset by the threat- 
ened loss of his dog that he 
was ready to go to any lengths 
to rescue his best friend. Mrs. 
Clark and Truant Officer M. C. 
Griggs, whom Joe held at bay 
with the loaded gun, picture 
him as a youngster who was in 
a towering rage and would have 
shot them at the drop of a hat.

According to Mrs. Clark, how- 
ever, “Joe stormed up and al- 
most tore the door down where 
the dog was locked in. Then he 
came to me and demanded his 
dog back. I tried to calm him 
down, but he wouldn't even talk 
to me.”

Joe’s father was killed in an 


accident nearly 10 years ago. 

“But my mother’ wasn't 
home,” he related, “so I went 
back to the school, and I told 
Mrs. Clark to either check. the 
dog out, or check me out of 
the school. 


“I wanted to go to some other 
school. But she said I couldn't 
go to another school. So I said, 
‘All right, I’m a-gonna go home 
and get my gun.’” And that's 
what he did. 

A few days before, Joe ex- 
plained, he had borrowed the 
old-fashioned shotgun from a 
neighbor to go on a hunting ex- 
pedition. The hunting trip didn’t 
materlalize, and his mother had 
put the gun away. But Joe knew 
where it was. 

He got the gun and then 
marched down to Nichols Gro- 
cery storé and laid 12 cents on 
the counter, for one 16-gauge 
shell. He broke the gun and 
shoved the shell into place. 
Then he marched back to the 
school. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Clark 
related, she got worried. Maybe 
he would really come back with 
a gun. So she telephoned the 
truant officer. But Joe got there 
first. 

“Joe came back with the gun,” 
Mrs. Clark related, “and pointed 
it right at me. There were chil- 
dren in the office. He was only 
about three feet away. The chil- 
dren all ducked for cover. It 
was amazing how they did it. I 
slammed the door.”

“About that time,” Joe related, 
“Mr. Griggs came around the 
corner of the hall. I saw him 
first and I turned the gun on 
him and told him to stay right 
where he was.” 

By this time Joe was crying. 
Griggs stood right where he was 
until the police arrived a few 
minutes later. 

“They said if I'd give them the 
gun, they’d give me the dog,” 
Joe said. “So I gave them the 
gun. And I said, ‘now you gonna 
give me my dog?’ But they 
didn’t. They just, grabbed me by 
the hand and took me out to the 
police ¢ar, and then to juvenile 
court.”

UCH of the sentiment in 
Joe’s case was engendered 
by the speed and secrecy 
with which Joe was tried and 
sentenced. Within four hours 
after the incident he had been 
given a hearing before Judge 
Howell Heard and sent to the 
Louisiana Training. Institute, 
which is a state reformatory on 
the outskirts of Monroe. Joe's 
mother later charged that when 
she was asked if she agreed to 
the hearing, she didn’t know 
what a hearing meant. 

Reporters are barred from 
juvenile court proceedings, so 
nothing was known about the 
case for nearly a week. Then a 
small weekly paper in West 
Monroe printed the story. The 
Monroe papers picked it up, and 
over night the case of Joe Coop- 
er was a cause celebre. It was 
charged that he did not get a 
proper hearing. His mother, 
along with the Rev. W. T. 
Hemphill, pastor of the Apos- 
tolic church and self appointed 
leader of the movement to get 
justice for Joe Cooper, asked 
Murphy Blackwell, a young law- 
yer just two years out of school, 
to help them. 

“They told me they didn’t 
have any money, but they would 
take up a collection,” Blackwell 
said. “I told them never mind, 
I was making a living, but I 
would see what I could do to 
help them.” 

Blackwell went to his file and 
brought forth a stack of more 
than a hundred letters, received 
from all over the United States. 
“Why don’t yqu people of Mon- 
roe run that judge out of town?” 
one woman wrote from Pueblo, 
Colo, “The case is a disgrace to 
your city,” wrote a. man from 
Albany, Ga. “Prayers are go- 
ing on all over the world for the 
return of little Joe Cooper to 
his mother,” wrote a woman in 
Oakland, Calif. At least a dozen 
people dug up Senator George 
Vest’s famed tribute to a dog 


named “Old Drum” and sent. 


that along. 

Blackwell sought and ob- 
tained a new hearing from 
Judge Heard, who was under- 
standably surprised at the turn 
things had taken. 

“T still think nothing justifies 
a school boy going home, get- 
ting a gun with a shell in it, and 
threatening the life of a school 
teacher,” the judge said. But if 
public sentiment was to the ef- 


fect that Joe had been railroad- 


ed, he would grant a second 
hearing. 

Attorney Blackwell was there 
with 30 witnesses to testify to 
the good character of Joe Coop- 
er. The Rev. Mr. Hemphill was 
the spearhead. He said that Joe 
quite often came to Sunday 
school. A carpenter named H. 
C. Salley testified, “I'd see Joe 
fishing every day or so, lots of 
times with his mother. He'd 
fish all Gay. He's & good boy.”
